ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  AND  CHIEF 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1967. 


Mr. Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1967. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  town  in  recent  years  the  sewage 
works  has  been  increasingly  overloaded.  The  proposed  new  works  will 
be  capable  of  dealing  with  the  domestic  and  industrial  sewage  not  only 
of  Trowbridge  but  of  the  adjoining  rural  areas.  It  is  hoped  that 
construction  of  the  new  works  will  start  in  the  near  future. 

Another  problem  facing  Trowbridge  and  many  other  urban  areas  with 
a  shortage  of  land,  is  refuse  disposal.  A  number  of  local  authorities 
in  the  area  are  co-operating  in  a  joint  scheme  to  deal  with  refuse  by 
modern  methods  of  incineration. 

The  statistics  indicate  no  great  change  from  those  of  recent  years. 
The  birth  rate  of  2t$.2  per  thousand  population  was  well  above  the 
national  figure  of  17 .2,  the  death  rate  of  12.0  was  a  little  above  the 
national  rate  of  11.2. 

The  table  showing  causes  of  death  at  different  periods  of  life 
during  1967  indicates  that  60$  of  the  men  and  82$  of  the  women  who  died 
were  over  the  age  of  65  years.  Thus  a  higher  proportion  of  people 
than  in  former  times  are  living  to  7O  years  or  more  and  the  need  for 
suitable  housing  accommodation  and  supporting  health  and  social  services 
is  increasing. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  most  of  the  notifications  were 
for  measles  against  which  a  vaccine  will  be  available  next  year.  If 
a  high  percentage  of  susceptible  children  are  vaccinated,  measles  may 
be  almost  eradicated  within  the  next  ten  years  as  poliomyelitis  has 
been  in  the  last.

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  County  Council’s  Ambulance  Station  for  the 
area  is  at  Hilperton  Road,  Trowbridge. 

Services  in  the  home  are  given  by  Midwives,  District  Nurses,  Health 
Visitors,  Welfare  Officers,  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  Home  Helps. 

By  arrangement  with  the  West  Wilts  Hospitals  Management  Committee 
specialist  clinics  are  held  at  various- times  "by  appointment.  These 
include  the  Eye,  Orthopaedic  and  Child- Guidance  Clinics. 

Cervical  Cytology  Clinic.  This  Clinic  which  may  be  attended  by 
appointment  was  opened  at  the  new  County  Council  Clinic  in  the  Halve. 

A  simple  investigation  involving  the  taking  of  a  smear  from  the 
cervix  enables  pre— cancerous  changes  to  be  detected  and  hence  treated 
before  more  serious  trouble  arises.  This  service  is  offered  free 
to  all  women  over  the  age  of  25  years.  The  general  practitioners 
and  hospitals  also  arrange  for  this  investigation  to  be  carried  out. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  at 
2  p.m. 

Immunisations  are  carried  out  at  various  times  by  appointment.

Four  samples  of  cartoned  pasteurised  milk  failed  the 
Methylene  Blue  test.  These <milks  iwefe  all  from  the  same 
supplier,  situated  outside  the  District ,  and  investigations 
indicated  the  cause  may  hav-e  -been  in  the  use  of  some  unsatisfactory 
cartons.  Subsequent  samples  were-  satisfactory.  All 
remaining  milk  samples  conformed  to  the  standard  prescribed 
in  the  Regulations.
